If  you’ve  been  eating  lately, 
you  have  noticed  something  new 
going  on  by  the  conveyor  belt  in 
the  cafeteria.  We  now  have  a  place 
to  scrape  our  excess  foods  and 
trash  before  sending  the  dishes  off 
to  the  kitchen  for  washing.  What’s 
this  for?  The  Sustainability  Club 
created  a  composting  system 
on  our  campus  in  order  to  keep 
garbage  out  of  drains  in  the 
kitchen  and  landfills.  After  meals, 
the  recyclable  foods  are  taken  out 
to  a  four  by  four  box  in  the  back 
of  the  cafeteria  by  the  dumpsters. 
Not  only  are  the  used  student 
foods  taken,  but  the  leftover  food 
that  the  cafeteria  makes  is  as  well. 
Every  layer  of  food  is  covered 
with  woodchips.  The  wood  chips 
act  as  an  agent  to  help  bacteria 
breakdown  and  decompose 
the  food  and  keep  away  the 
smell.  Once  the  box  is  full,  it  is 
taken  out  by  the  garden  shed. 

In  approximately  three  to  four 
months,  the  new  dirt  is  compound 


usable.  In  other  words,  it  is  ready 
for  use  again,  healthy  with  all 
sorts  of  nutrients  that  make  the 
ground  happy. 

And  the  results  thus  far  have 
been  amazing.  Approximately 
one  hundred  and  thirty  pounds  of 
food  are  scraped  from  the  plates 
and  put  into  the  box  on  a  daily 
basis.  The  extra  cafeteria  food  has 
ranged  from  one  hundred  pounds 
to  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds, 
leaning  more  towards  the  heavy 
end  regularly.  So,  on  a  daily  basis 
at  least  three  hundred  pounds  are 
saved  from  landfills. 

The  reactions  from  the 
cafeteria  employees  have  been 
nothing  but  positive.  Things 
are  running  much  smoother 
and  faster  now  that  they  do  not 
have  to  scrape  every  plate  that 
comes  through  the  conveyor 
belt  before  putting  them  into  the 
washer.  There  have  also  been 
improvements  in  the  drainage 
system.  Before,  the  drains  were 
cleaned  once  a  week.  Now  that  we 
are  scraping,  though,  it  is  a  rarely 
done. 


Student  reactions  were 
at  first  somewhat  negative. 

In  the  beginning,  students 
complained  about  the 
time  it  took.  However,  it 
has  become  such  a  habit 
that  many  do  not  even 
notice.  Furthermore,  some 
students  are  excited  about 
the  change.  To  them,  it 
feels  good  to  finally  be 
doing  something,  no  matter 
how  small,  to  help  out  the 
environment. 

The  compost  system 
is  managed  by  Student 
Sodexo  employees. 

Sustainability  interns,  and 
students  working  on  their 
community  service.  At 
every  meal,  someone  is 
there  reminding  students  to 
scrape  their  plates  or  after 
meals  to  take  the  compost 
materials  to  the  box. 

Sophomore  Sustainability 
Intern  and  Forensic  Science  major 
Emily  Baird  wants  to  extend  a 
message  of  appreciation  to  the 
students,  saying  “Keep  up  the 


good  work  because  it’s  really 
making  a  difference.”

Tennesse  Williams’  The 
Glass  Menagerie  came  to  life 
last  weekend  on  the  St.  Joseph’s 
College  stage.  The  show, 
which  takes  place  in  a  St.  Louis 
apartment  during  the  Great 
Depression,  ran  last  Thursday, 
Friday,  and  Saturday.  Director 
John  Rahe  chose  this  drama  in 
conjunction  with  the  Columbian 
Players  because  it  has  been  a 
number  of  years  since  such  a 
serious  production  has  been  put 
on.  In  addition,  this  show  features 
a  cast  of  only  four  characters, 
which  made  the  short  rehearsal 
schedule  easier  to  work  with.  The 
cast  had  only  three  weeks  prior  to 
Christmas  Break  and  three  weeks 
after  to  transform  the  script  into 
a  show.  This  condensed  schedule 
required  extreme  commitment 
and  focus  on  the  part  of  the 
cast:  Senior  Biology  major  Ken 


Scofield  (Tom  Wingfield),  Senior 
English  Creative  Writing  major 
Olivia  Markwalder  (Amanda 
Wingfield),  Junior  Mass 
Communication  major  Alycia 
Tassone  (Laura  Wingfield)  and 
Junior  English  major  Tanner 
Brunson  (Jim  O’Connor).

tells  the  story  of  his  family  and 
their  struggles  -  and  why  he  came 
to  leave  them  just  like  his  father 
before  him.  His  sister  Laura  is 
painfully  shy  and  spends  all  of  her 
time  listening  to  old  records  and 
marveling  at  her  glass  collection, 
but  their  mother  Amanda  is  set 
on  finding  a  gentleman  to  court 
her.  Amanda’s  constant  criticisms 
of  Tom  put  the  two  at  odds  with 
one  another  and  after  the  fourth 
character  -  a  gentleman  caller  for 
Laura  -  enters  the  picture,  Tom  is 
eventually  brought  to  the  breaking 
point  that  results  in  an  explosive 
climax. 

The  story  is  “from  the  era  of 
theater  when  we  were  coming 
out  of  realism,”  said  director 


John  Rahe.  The  show  has  aspects 
of  realism,  for  example  real 
furniture,  but  the  entire  story  is 
from  Tom  Wingfield’s  memory. 
This  presented  a  challenge  for 
senior  Theatre  Art  and  Religion- 
Philosophy  major  stage  manager, 
Zach  Conrad.  “The  entire  play 
is  based  on  one  character’s 
memory.  To  achieve  this  we  used 
a  diverse  array  of  colors,  we  had 
walls  that  were  deconstructed 
and  old — like  a  faded  memory.” 
Scofield  and  Markwalder  closed 
their  theatrical  careers  at  St. 
Joseph’s  with  this  show.  “It’s  been 
a  mix  of  emotions,  bittersweet. 

I’m  happy  because  1  managed  to 
end  my  theatrical  experience  at 
St.  Joseph’s  with  an  American 
classic.”  commented  Scofield. 

“It  truly  is  an  emotionally 
invigorating  and  beautifully 
crafted  play,  and  I  am  deeply 
honored  to  have  been  given  this 
opportunity.” 


Students  Go  Abroad  to  Learn 

Winterim  trips  offer  unique  learning  experiences  for  SJC  students

As  you  all  know  St.  Josephs’s 
College  decided  to  do  something 
a  little  different  this  year:  the 
college  introduced  a  new  program 
known  as  Winterim.  While  this 
meant  that  most  of  us  got  to  enjoy 
an  extra  week  of  winter  break, 
for  a  lucky  few  it  meant  traveling 
overseas. 

Embarking  on  a  two  and  half 
week  journey,  several  students 
as  well  as  three  faculty  members 
visited  China,  Ethiopia,  and  the 
Virgin  Islands.  Each  trip  earned 
the  student  participants  course 
credits  for  courses  such  as  Core  7 
and  8  and  International  Business. 
Every  student  got  a  unique 
experience  of  not  only  the  world 
but  also  a  way  to  learn. 

While  the  price  tag  may  have 
deterred  some,  there  were  those 
that  had  the  initiative  to  see  it 


through.  And  while  some  of  them 
were  able  to  pay  out  of  pocket, 
many  others  used  fundraising. 
Regardless  of  how  they  paid  for 
it,  everyone  took  a  great  deal  from 
their  trips. 

Junior  Elementary  Education 
Major  Austin  Famey  was  one  of 
those  who  journeyed  to  Ethiopia. 
She  went  to  Africa  to  cover  her 
Core  7  requirements.  She  said  she 
“loved  giraffes  and  always  wanted 
to  see  them,  but  unfortunately 
there  were  no  giraffes  in 
Ethiopia.”  All  the  same  she 
said  she  got  a  lot  out  of  the  trip 
visiting  the  capital  Addis  Ababa 
as  well  as  several  tribal  villages  in 
the  south.  And  while  she  says  that 
some  of  the  places  were  rather 
westernized,  those  that  weren’t 
were  the  most  interesting. 

English  professor  April 
Toadvine  had  similar  things  to  say 
about  her  trip  to  China.  She  said 
that  along  the  way  the  students 
got  a  language  lesson  as  well  as 


the  opportunity  to  visit  a  college. 
She  also  noted  that  while  Beijing 
might  not  have  been  the  most 
interesting,  Hong  Kong  more  than 
made  up  for  it  with  its  unique 
mixture  of  the  East  and  West.  She 
says  perhaps  the  most  unexpected 
thing  about  the  trip  was  just  how 
cold  it  was.  She  described  it  as 
“take  your  skin  off  kind  of  cold.” 

A  point  to  note  is  that  while  the 
groups  may  have  ventured  worlds 
apart,  their  trips  had  many  things 
in  common.  They  each  found 
visiting  schools  in  the  regions 
extremely  interesting.  Likewise 
they  said  it  was  a  completely 
new  way  to  experience  learning, 
especially  regarding  the  Core 
Program.  While  the  students  there 
may  have  had  to  journal  during 
the  trips,  discussions  occurred 
naturally  as  the  trips  progressed. 

In  all  ways,  the  groups  said  they 
would  like  to  go  back.

On  January  25th,  a  group  of 
passionate  students  represented 
St.  Joseph’s  College  at  the 
38th  annual  March  for  Life  in 
Washington,  D.C.  The  March 
for  Life  is  the  largest  continual 
peaceful  protest  in  the  United 
States,  which  is  expanding  at  a 
rapid  rate.  St.  Joseph’s  College 
went  on  the  trip  through  the 
Illiana  Right  to  Life  committee, 
with  the  event  planned  by  junior 
Music  major  Gayle  Arend.  “The 
school’s  motto  is  ‘involved  for 
life,’  so  it  only  seems  fitting  for  us 
to  represent  the  unborn  for  their 
right  to  life  in  this  country,”  said 
junior  Theatre  Arts  and  Religion- 
Philosophy  major  Zach  Conrad. 

Within  the  march,  many 
different  pro-life  students  and 
pro-life  supporters  from  across 
the  nation  joined  together, 


regardless  of  their  religious 
affiliation,  for  the  repeal  of  Roe 
v.  Wade.  Roe  v.  Wade,  one  of 
the  most  controversial  Supreme 
Court  decisions  in  the  nation, 
legalizes  abortion.  Since  the 
law  was  passed,  over  56  million 
abortions  have  been  performed  in 
the  United  States.  Everyone  that 
participated  in  the  march  this  year 
made  a  record-breaking  crowd 
of  an  estimated  half  a  million 
people.  “Every  year,  I  see  more 
and  more  Saint  Joe’s  students  are 
involved  with  the  march,”  senior 
History  major  James  Bertucci 
said,  “I  think  our  numbers  might 
even  double  next  year!” 

The  representative  students 
from  St.  Joseph’s  College 
marched  and  protested  alongside 
a  large  group  of  pro-life 
supporters  from  St.  John  Cantius 
parish  in  Chicago.  With  such 
creative,  attention-drawing 


peaceful  protests  such  as  chants 
and  hand-crafted  drums,  the  large 
group  of  approximately  350  pro¬ 
life  supporters  certainly  made 
their  presence  known.  With  the 
intent  of  making  life  a  priority 
in  this  country,  the  path  of  the 
march  began  after  the  rallies  on 
the  National  Mall  and  followed  its 
route  to  Constitution  Avenue,  then 
to  the  Supreme  Court  building 
on  Capitol  Hill.  The  group  from 
St.  Joseph’s  College  and  the 
supporters  from  St.  John  Cantius 
took  a  visible  spot  in  front  of  the 
Senate  Office  building  in  order  to 
make  their  presence  known. 

After  the  march  had 
completed,  the  group  including 
St.  Joseph’s  College  pro-life 
supporters  knelt  down  in  front 
of  the  Capitol  Building  for 
prayer.  Junior  Music  major  Erich 
Fischer  said  “The  most  beneficial 
thing  about  going  to  the  march 


was  being  a  part  of  a  cause  that 
is  much  larger  than  myself, 
especially  when  we  got  to  the  top 
of  the  hill.  There  was  just  a  tidal 
wave  of  pro-life  supporters.”  As

As  a  child,  Matt  Bondurant 
spent  countless  hours  staring  at  a 
pair  of  old  brass  knuckles  that  his 
grandfather  kept  in  a  back  room 
just  below  his  gun.  Bondurant 
liked  to  envision  what  they  were 
used  for  and  whom  they  were 
used  upon.  He  liked  to  imagine

He  compiled  all  these  stories, 
into  a  thrilling,  action  packed, 
semi-historical  book,  The  Wettest 
County  in  the  World.

In  many  ways,  one  could 
argue  that  the  reason  we  play 
video  games  is  to  live  out  a 
fantasy  that  would  be  impossible 
or  difficult  to  achieve  in  real  life, 
and  to  live  out  that  fantasy  with 
none  of  the  consequences.  Spec 
Ops:  The  Line,  deconstructs  the 
former,  and  throws  out  the  latter 
on  its  head,  and  curb  stomps  it,  a 
la  American  History  X. 

Taking  a  page  from  the 
novella  Heart  of  Darkness  and 
the  film  Apocalypse  Now,  Spec 
Ops:  The  Line  is  set  in  Dubai 
after  sandstorms  of  apocalyptic 
portions  have  destroyed  the  city. 
The  game  is  set  weeks  after  an 
evacuation  attempt  of  the  Dubai 
fails  miserably,  and  the  city  and 
the  33rd,  the  US  Army  Battalion 
sent  in,  are  believed  to  be  lost. 

A  looped  radio  transmission  is 
picked  up  from  the  city,  so  the 
military  sends  in  a  three-man 
Delta  Force.  Their  mission  is 
simple,  find  out  what  happened, 
then  radio  for  evac.  The  player 
takes  up  the  role  of  Captain 
Martin  Walker,  the  leader  of  the 
squad. 

Spec  Ops:  The  Line  starts  off 
in  the  first  few  scenes  seeming 
like  yet  another  stereotypical 
cover-based  modem  warfare 
shooter  with  hard-as-nails  spec- 
ops  soldiers  fighting  the  Evil 
Brown  People™.  Early  in  the 
game  however,  the  player  finds 
remnants  of  the  33rd.  Instead 
of  being  greeted  with  open  arms 
however,  the  squad  is  greeted 
by  a  hail  of  gunfire,  forcing  the 
squad  to  fire  upon  American 
soldiers.  As  the  squad  presses  on, 


they  leam  more  and  more  on  what 
happened  in  the  city  before  their 
arrival. 

As  stated  before,  the  game  is  a 
massive  deconstruction  of  the  war 
shooter.  There  are  no  clear-cut 
good  guys  and  bad  guys  in  the 
game,  as  all  the  factions  involved 
have  their  share  of  atrocities 
and  are  all  well-intentioned.  The 
characters  of  the  game  are  visibly 
affected  by  what  they  see  and  do 
in  Dubai.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  game,  the  characters  play  and 
act  like  your  typical  “friendly” 
characters  in  any  modem  warfare 
shooter.  As  the  game  goes  on 
however,  the  horrors  of  war  and 
their  effects  on  the  characters 
souls  become  more  and  more 
obvious.  Walker’s  commands  to 
his  squad  change  from  stem  but 
professional  at  the  beginning  of 
the  game,  to  more  tense  towards 
the  middle,  to  full-on  psychotic 
at  the  end.  Melee  attacks  change

from  quick  and  “painless”  mercy 
kills  at  the  beginning  of  the  game, 
to  full  on  sadistic  attacks,  which 
involve  Walker  kneecapping  foes 
before  finally  executing  them, 
repeatedly  bashing  their  faces 
with  a  butt  of  a  rifle,  or  breaking 
their  necks,  all  the  while  they 
scream  and  beg  for  mercy.  Even 
the  game’s  loading  screen  tips 
become  disturbing  as  the  game 
goes  on.  They  change  from  the 
standard  tips  (Press  X  to  throw  a 
grenade)  to  quotations  that  attack 
the  player  and  question  his  or 
her  morality.  The  endings  are 
just  as  dark,  if  not  darker,  and 
without  spoiling  too  much,  I’ll 
say  that  every  one  of  them,  even 
the  one  that  is  considered  to  be 
the  “happiest”,  for  lack  of  a  better 
term,  left  me  in  silence  when  the 
game  credits  rolled. 

Gameplay  wise,  the  game 
plays  like  any  other  shooter. 

There  are  the  standard  cover 
mechanics,  regenerating  health, 
the  game  involves  killing  large 
group  after  group  of  enemies  to 
proceed  to  the  next  location  in 
the  game.  My  one  complaint  is 
that  this  gameplay  does  become 
repetitive  after  awhile  with 
each  battle  playing  out  just  like 
the  last.  However,  Spec  Ops  is 
arguably  not  meant  to  be  played 
for  the  gameplay,  but  rather  the 
story  and  the  message  that  it 
delivers.

“It  felt 
good  to  have  a  good  shooting 
game  like  that,”  said  senior 
Michael  Lipton,  the  starting 
point  guard  for  the  Pumas.  The 
Bearcats  entered  the  second  half 
down  by  1 6  but  had  no  answer  for 
the  Puma’s  unrelenting  offense. 

The  remainder  of  the 
second  half  did  not  improve 
for  McKendree,  as  the  Pumas 
still  had  the  hot  shooting  hand 
and  went  up  by  21  points.  The 
Bearcats  tried,  but  could  not 
chip  away  at  the  lead  the  Pumas 
posted.  The  final  score  ended  up 
being  99-80,  adding  a  W  to  the 
Puma  schedule. 

The  Bearcats  could  not  match 
the  Pumas  elite  shooting,  with 
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Sophomore  Ryan  Rebholz  went  6  for  7  from  the  arc  against  the  University  of  Wiconsin-Parkside.  finishing  up  with  20 
points.

41%  from  the  field  and  36%  from 
deep.  For  McKendree,  Mike 
DiGregorio  had  the  most  points 
for  the  Bearcats  scoring  26  points, 
Jon  Steppe  added  5  assists,  and 
Clinton  Happe  had  a  stellar  game 
scoring  20  points  and  grabbing  9 
rebounds. 

For  the  Pumas,  senior  Damon 
Ellison  gave  a  major  contribution, 
scoring  26  points  while  shooting 
10-12  from  the  field.  Senior 
Dayvon  Sloan  had  9  assists  and 
chipped  in  with  11  points.  Ellison, 
and  Sloan  have  been  the  go-to 
guys  to  get  important  buckets  for 
the  Pumas  all  season  long  and 
it  was  no  different  in  this  game 
against  McKendree.  This  dynamic 
duo  provides  the  top  scorers  for 
Saint  Joe,  and  are  big  contributors 
on  the  offensive  end  in  general. 

After  this  solid  win  at  home 
against  McKendree,  the  Pumas 
matched  up  against  the  University 
of  Wiconsin-Parkside  on 


Thursday,  January  3 1  st. 

The  UWP  Rangers  scored 
first  in  the  game,  but  only  after 
two  minutes  of  scoreless  action. 
The  Pumas  fought,  but  entered 
halftime  down  40-3 1 . 

Saint  Joe  got  down  13  points, 
until  sophomore  Ryan  Rebholz 
scored  a  three,  motivating  the 
Pumas  to  a  1 9  point  run,  taking 
the  lead.  The  Rangers  tied  it  up 
to  end  the  second  half  72-72. 

The  teams  battled  through 
not  only  the  first  overtime,  but 
a  second  and  third  as  well.  The 
Pumas  ended  the  game  losing 
109-99. 

Against  UWP,  Sloan  scored 
25  points  and  had  1 1  assists. 
Rebholz  scored  20  points,  going 
six  for  seven  from  the  three  point 
line.  Jon  Smith  ended  the  game 
with  1 1  rebounds,  and  Lipton 
contributed  offensively  with  12 
points.  What  perhaps  kept  the

The  Pumas  went  on  the  road  to 
face  Lewis  University  on  February 
2nd,  and  added  a  loss  to  their 
record. 

Going  straight  into  another 
matchup  against  McKendree, 
this  time  away,  the  Pumas  have 
a  record  of  5-13  overall  and  3-8 
in  conference  play.  At  this  point 
they  need  to  get  on  a  winning 
streak  to  have  a  chance  at  making 
the  tournament.  They  will  also 
need  Ellison  and  Sloan,  their 
leading  scorers  to  continue  their 
stellar  play  and  shooting  to  get 
these  wins.  With  the  emergence 
of  underclassmen  like  Clifton  and 
Rebholz,  St.  Joe  should  finish  the 
season  out  on  a  good  a  note. 

Hopefully  the  Pumas  will  turn 
around  their  two  game  losing 
streak  against  McKendree.  They 
are  back  home  on  February  14th 
against  Kentucky  Wesleyan 
College.

At  IPFW,  the  Pumas  showed 
how  much  hard  work  they’ve 
put  into  the  season  thus  far,  as 
they  reach  the  halfway  point 
in  the  Indoor  Track  and  Field 
season.  With  their  fourth  meet 
of  the  season  under  their  belts, 
the  Pumas  are  looking  strong. 
Standout  returners  and  a  solid 
freshman  class  have  shown  that 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  is  going  to 
be  a  contender  in  the  GLVC  this 
season. 

For  the  men,  this  hasn’t 
been  more  true  than  the  return  of 
sophomore  Logan  Barrett.  After 
having  knee  surgery  during  the 
fall,  he’s  back  dominating  the 
distance  scene,  along  with  fellow 
sophomore  Pat  Massoels  and 
Junior  Richard  Kaht.  In  the  5,000 
meter  run,  Barrett  and  Kaht  took 
first  and  third,  respectively,  in 
times  of  15:12.71  and  15:38.60, 
while  in  the  3,000  meter  run, 
Massoels  took  first  with  a  time  of 
9:11.96.  In  the  mile,  senior  Brian 
Witt  and  junior  Corey  Dowds 
took  second  and  third,  running 


within  almost  a  tenth  of  a  second 
from  one  another  at  4:41 .06  and 
4:41.17,  respectively.  The  800 
meter  run  had  a  similar  story,  this 
time  with  senior  Luke  McRoberts 
and  junior  Mike  Fauser. 
McRoberts  claimed  the  top  spot 
in  the  event,  running  a  1:59.09, 
while  Fauser  took  second  with  a 
time  of  1:59.63. 

In  the  field  events,  two 
freshman  talents  had  a  chance  to 
shine.  CJ  Eikum  took  top  honors 
in  the  high  jump  with  a  jump  of 
1 .85  meters,  and  third  in  the  long 
jump  with  ajump  of  6.05  meters. 
Fellow  freshman  Kevin  Bauers 
took  4th  in  the  shot  put  with  a 
throw  of  13.76  meters,  while  in 
the  weight  throw,  seniors  Alan 
Austin  and  Kris  Pappert  took  third 
and  fourth  with  throws  of  14.86 
and  13.27  meters,  respectively. 

On  the  women’s  side, 
sophomore  Sam  Nirva  led  the 
team  with  a  first  place  finish  in 
the  60  meter  hurdles,  running  a 
time  of  9.05  in  the  finals.  She  also 
took  third  in  the  long  jump  with 
ajump  of  1.50  meters.  Senior 
Kelli  Lipoid  took  second  in  the 
5,000  meter  run  with  her  time  of 


19:40.28.  Freshman  Alex  Meier 
took  third  in  the  400  meter  dash 
with  her  time  of  1 :0 1 .69,  while  in 
the  800,  junior  Katie  Deboy  took 
third  in  that  event  with  her  time 
of  2:27. 14.  sophomore  Danielle 
Perkins  also  claimed  a  third-place 
finish  in  the  200  meter  dash  with 


her  time  of  26.74. 

In  the  field  events  for  the 
women,  freshman  Heather  Monk 
took  third  place  in  the  shot  put 
with  her  throw  of  12.63m,  while 
in  the  weight  throw,  the  women 
swept  third  through  sixth.  Senior 
Taylor  Nielsen  took  third  with  her 


throw  of  14.01  meters. 

The  Pumas  will  be  back  in 
action  this  weekend  at  Grand 
Valley  State’s  Big  Meet,  in 
preparation  for  the  GLVC
